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British Still Retain 
‘White Paper’ Policy; 
Delay Enforcement

LONDON—lIt was learned au- 
thoritatively that the British Gov- 
ernment has taken no decision af- 
fecting the Palestine White Paper 
policy since the outbreak of the 
war. The official view is that the 
Government is committed to the 
Whie Paper policy and is deter- 
mined to carry it out, but actual 
implementations has been delayed 
because of the war. 

It was understood here that any 
change from this official view could 
only follow a decision by the Prime 
Minister or the War Cabinet. On 
this score, it is reliably understood 
that the Government has given as- 
surances that it would consult 
Opposition leaders before taking 
further steps, particularly in view 
of the fact that the League 
Nations Council has been unable 
to consider the policy. 

This is considered a definitely 
encouraging development, since the 
Opposition is strongly sympathetic 
to the Zionists and would not sup- 
port the White Paper policy if 
given an opportunity to press their

Sophie Tucker, “Last of the Red 
Hot Mammas,” thinks Hadassah is 
doing “lovely work.” 
In her dressing room Wednes- 


day night at the English Theater, | .

ance here of “Leave It to Me,” the | 


veteran entertainer discussed Pal- 
estine and the women’s Zionist 
group with all the enthusiasm of 
a newly elected first vice president. 
Expertly patting creams and pow- 


der onto the features that the spot- | 
lights of 30 years have left re-| 


markably clear, she expressed keen 
disappointment at having never 
visited the biblical homeland. 

“Hadassah doing a lovely 
work. And the members here are 
lovely girls, really lovely girls. I 
can think of nothing finer than re- 
building Palestine. I was so disap- 
pointed that I didn’t get to go 
there the last time I played in 
Europe in 1936. But the next time 
I go—as soon as this war business 
is straightened out—I’m certainly 
going to see Palestine.” 

Earlier in the day, Miss Tucker 
had attended the Hadassah thrift 
luncheon, receiving an ovation from 
the 250 women gathered for the 
“9-cent lunch,” to provide money 
for the children of Palestine. 

As deeply interested as she is 
in Hadassah, Miss Tucker was 
equally enthusiastic over another 
cause—a crusade all her own, ap- 
parently. She wants more young 
Jewish men in the National Guard, 

Jews are being viciously attacked 
in large centers because they are 
not adequately represented in the 
home defense force, Miss Tucker 
declared. The booming voice that 
once set a nation to humming 
“Some of These Days” urged care- 
ful attention for the problem. 

“They are saying that all the 
Jewish young men are interested 
only in making money and looking 
for easy jobs,” she said. “I want to 
urge every young man, every 
mother and father, every wife and 
sister to help break down this prej- 
udice by seeing that our young 
men go into this service. After all, 
we should be glad that it is vol- 
untary here, not like in other coun- 
tries.

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The editor’s chair: 

Back in 19385, two years after 
Hitler, a young Jewish lawyer in 
a mid-Western city of about the 
size of Indianapolis, told me that 
if it weren’t for Hitler’s activities 
against the Jews, he would be ia 
favor of der Fuehrer and the Nazis. 
The remark seemed so downright 
criminal to me that I promised my- 
self that I would never repeat to 
anyone who he was or what he 
said, although his remarks would 
have made the subject of many 
an effective editorial. The young 
man was superintendent of his con- 
gregation’s Sunday School. 

But now I am almost tempted to 
reveal the lawyer’s identity. Cer- 
tainly he deserves every adjective 
of contempt I can write. For now 
our hero is secretary of the Con- 
ference of Jewish Organization of 
that city. He gets a salary, for 
which he probably keeps perfect 
records, but some day I hope I will 
become a big giver in that com- 
munity and then be in a position 
to effect changes, (which ordinarily 
should come under a democratic 
system), and the Conference will 
have a new secretary. 

I had dinner at the home of my 
wife’s cousin in Macon, Ga., this 
week. By accident the brother of 
my wife’s cousin was there, having 
just returned from this mid-Wes- 
tern city where he managed a local 
office for a chain of stores. Be- 
cause his ‘brother was such a big 
man in the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce in Macon, he applied for 
membership in the local chapter. 

After some correspondence with 
the Macon chapter of the Junior 
Chamber, the newcomer evidentiy 
was to be placed on the prospective 
membership list, for to all intents 
his record was above reproach. It 
was then that he was turned over 
to the Sunday School teacher here- 
‘tofore referred to. He was told 
that his brother’s first name of Isi- 
dore had given away the fact that 
he was probably Jewish. Conse- 
quently, to make a long story short, 
he would not be able to become 
a member of the Junior Chamber 
because the group had a “tacitly 
understood” Jewish quota and 
there were already several deserv- 
ing local Jewish businessmen who 
had been waiting their turn (quota 
turn) for some time now. 

The pro-Hitler remark and the 
incident that followed are both 
patterns from the same material. 
One would think that the young 
lawyer, the Sunday School super- 
intendent, the Secretary of the 
Conference of Jewish organiza- 
tions, would have lost the cringing, 
apologetic attitude of the ghetto 
by now. But not, by his unwhole- 
some outlook, it probably can be 
said with certainty that he had 
been responsible in large part for 
the institution of this tacit quota. 

Phooey on the whole thing. It 
makes me sick. And the more I 
write about it, the angrier I get 
and I’d better stop here before J 
mention the party’s name and 
break a promise made to myself 
in 1935.

HE American Jewish Outlook, Pittsburgh, pon- 

ders the term “Christian,” wonders if Jews are 
oversensitive—We have often wondered whether 
the terms Christian and Jew as used by the 
average person mean two opposite things such as 
black and white, whether they mean two extremes 
inconsistent with each other such as good and 
bad, or whether the term Christian is a generic 
term meaning “civilized” and as such includes the 
term “Jew.” 

In other words, does the adjective “Christian” 
exclude the term “Jewish” in the sense that the 
latter is non-Christian or un-Christian or anti- 
Christian? This is by no means an academic 
question, because a great deal of anti-Semitism 
is being carried on behind terms and usages such 
‘Obviously, when a group of anti- 
Semites takes a name for itself which includes the 
term “Christian” they are using it to mean that 
they are against the Jews. But what is to be said 
when the term is used as the sum total of all that 
is fine and good and ethical? Can a Jew be a 
Christian gentleman as the latter term is used in 
characterizing some one who has all desirable 
attributes or does the word Christian as here 
used automatically bar the Jew and deny him 
these virtues?

Rape of Jewish women flayed by American 
Jewish World.—The Nazis, it seems, have not as 
yet exhausted their full stock of brutalities in the 
conquest of Poland. To the gory record of sadism 
they have piled up in the Blitzkrieg’s aftermath 
—which includes such refinements of cruelty as 
keeping milk from the mouths of babes—they 
have added rape. 

Not content with preventing the merciful Quak- 
ers and Red Cross from bringing milk and cod 
liver oil to starving tots, and having had their 
fill of shooting down Jews in cold blood, the Nazi 
conquering heroes now turn their bestial gaze 
upon Jewish womanhood. 

The latest dispatches from Poland reveal that 
Nazi troops are snatching Jewish women from 
the streets and taking them to their military 
camps for lewd purposes. According to one 
dispatch, which has been confirmed by other 
sources, the military authorities in the city of 
Lodz ordered the Jewish community to supply 
100 Jewish women. When the community refused 
to comply with this order, the required number 
of women were seized at random in the streets. 

There is homeric irony in this latest reversion 
by the Nazis to a practice popular with the con- 
quering hordes in the barbaric past. It lies in the 
existence of the Rassenschande laws. Under these 
laws, designed to prevent “race pollution,” Jews 
are forbidden to have intimate relations with 
“Aryans” and, by the same token, “Aryans” are 
banned from intimate relations with Jews. 

Apparently, the Nazi overlords have no inten- 
tion to enforce this Hitlerian principle when the 
Nazi desires are concerned. Or, rather, there is 
a Hitlerin principle which supersedes all other 
principles, namely, that anything which satisfies 
the greed, the lust, and the brutal instincts of 
the Nazis, is right. 

It is against this fundamental Nazi principle 
that the civilized world must fight to a finish.
